CARELESSNESS COMES HIGH 

In the first three-quarters of the pre- 
sent year, while Albertans, in common 
with the people of the world generally, 
were complaining that they were harder- 
up than they ever were before, $2,370,000 
worth of Alberta property was destroyed 
by fire, most of it through carelessness 
and neglect, imm diate or remote, 

That is equal to about three-quarters 
of the tax levy of the city of Edmonton 
for the present year. It nearly six 
times the amount that has been spent for 
relief in this city during the last year. It is 
half the amount that the farmers of Al- 
berta will receive from the five-cent-a- 
bushel bonus paid by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment on wheat. It is ten times the 
amount of the money bylaws which were 
submitted to the burgesses of the city on 
polling day. 

Taking precautions against fire should 
be a popular form of economy. “There 
is money in it.”

THE NEW DOMINION LOAN 

The new issue of Dominion bonds, it is 
said, will bear interest at five per cent. 
That should make them saleable, and 
bring in whatever amount of money may 
be asked for in reason. An investor who 
does not consider Dominion bonds 
buying on a five per cent basis is indulging 
in delusions from which he may get a rude 


good 


awalening. 

Five per cent is a higher rate than the 
Dominion usually pays. It is even doubt- 
ful if so high a rate is necessary. But the 
all-important matter is to get the money 
to cover the gap between shrunken reve- 
nue and the extraordinary expenditure to 
which the Government is committed in 
these times. If this cannot be secured by 
borrowing it will have to be collected 
through new taxation. 

That consideration ought to curb any 
temptation on the part of the public to 
hold out in hope that a rate higher than 
five per cent may be offered. In the last 
resort a government is not, obliged to bor- 
row at exorbitant rates. It can take what 
it needs by taxation. Five per cent must 
be about the deadline, beyond which par- 
liament would think it better to tax than 
to borrow. 


STICK TO BUSINESS 

It is to be hoped the city council will 
be able to preserve the atmosphere of its 
first meeting, and to keep in mind the in- 
augural address of Mayor Knott and the 
responses which were made by the alder- 
men, The substance of these statements 
is that council should disregard politics 
and stick strictly to business. To that pro- 
position the taxpayers will give instant 
and unanimous approval, 

That there will be disagreements 
aplenty is to be supposed, and hoped. The 
members were not elected to act like par- 
ruts, and there is nothing in the oath of of- 
fice that requires any of them to stop 
thinking. But neither is there any rea- 
son why differences of opinion should de- 
velop into chronic dissension and a hard 
and fast party line-up. And there are 
many and very important reasons why 
that should not happen. 

The year promises to be one in which 
the members of council will find full 
scope for their abilities in carrying on the 
city’s business in an efficient way, with- 
out trying to conduct it under the influ 
ence of political considerations. Last 
year's council set a very good example in 
that respect; with the result that four of 
the five retiring aldermen were re-elected 
to council, The moral is plain

ish stores or in large cities having a 
good proportion of German or Russian 
population. Much rye flour made into 
bread and cakes is used throughout 
Europe, especially in Russia and Ger- 
many. True pumpernickle bread is 


made from whole rye flour with sugar} 


added and is slightly sour from fer- 
mentation of the dough, Thece black 
sour breads are not generally relished 
by Americans and so pumpern'ckle 
bread as baked here is made different- 
ly to avold the sour taste, 
Barley 

This is one of the oldest grains used 
by man. It does not make good bread 
unless mixed with wheat as it con- 
ta'ns no gluten, without wh'ch the 
dought does not “rice” easily The 
chief characetristic about this grain 
is that it contains such a large amount 
of mineral matter, the chief of wh'ch 
are potassium, iron and silicon. The 
carbohydrate percentage is high, aver- 
aging about 70%. Barley water is 
used a great deal for infants and in- 
valids, but anyone who thinks it i 
nourish'ng is suffering from a delu- 
sion as barley water as ordinarily pro- 
pared contains less than 1° of nour- 
{shment—the rest is water. Pearl bar- 
ley is the whole grain which has been 
polished to remove the hu'k.

Paget's Disease 

Question: Miss Etta T, 
inquires: “What are the 
causes and symptoms of 
Paget's diseace, X-rays 
showed th's trouble in my 
spine, skull and hips 
;ete, and I cannot understand what 
it is.” 

Answer: Paget's disease is rather 
{a rare discase which causes an en- 
largement of the head, curvature of 
the back bone, enlargement of the 
clav'cles, spreading of thorax and a 
bow!ng of the legs. The shafts of the 
long bones are greatly thickencd— 
| sometimes twice the normal width. 
There is usually soreness in the arms 
and legs, headaches, and a reduction 
of he'ght. The exact cause of this 
trouble is unknown, but it is believed 
to be related to arter'al hardening 
wh'ch is always present, There is un- 
doub‘edly a toxic condition which 
| causes the arterial hardening and bony 
deposits. It is known that a blood 
d'sease is occasionally the cause of this 
trouble, but this is not always so, 


Splinter in Throat Muscle 
Question: Mrs, R, asks: “Can you 
| 
tell me if there is such a thing as a 
magnetic needle that wll draw a sliver 
out of the muscles? I have someth'ng 
sharp sticking in the muscle of my 
‘hroat, It cannot be seen but I feel 
it and it is very annoying.

The use of the huddle, in my 
estimation, has greatly detracted 
from the game as a spectacle and 
has served to slow down the game 
that was already siow encugh ftom 
the viewpoint of the uninitiated 
spectator, 

There used to be something in the 
former system of a team lining up 
in formation and a quarterback 
barking signals into the air of an 
autumn afternoon that added great- 
ly to the enjoyment of a game for 
me, at least. It seemed to put the 
necessary “master’s touch” on these 
gridiron spectacles that can provide 
s0 much entertainment, whereas the 
huddle system has exactly the oppo- 
site effect. This latter system can 
make the whole game uns.ght!y and 
the absence of those barked-out 
signals seems to leave any game 
flat, as 1f some fundamental part 
were missing. 


Anyone who has watched a foot- 
ball lt in the last few years knows 
this is true and, if the coaches 
themselves will not take steps to 
remedy the trouble, it is time the 
rulers of the sport in this province 
moved up and abolished “huddies” 
by means of a local rule against 
them, It would help mightily, And 
so much for that.
